Co-operative Education. 

Proposals for MG and Capricorn were emailed to directors before the meeting 
and Graeme Charles report Co-operative Education Implementation Strategy 
was emailed 29 November 2005. 

That the proposals to Murray Goulburn and Capricorn be accepted 
subject to Graeme Charles liaison with Mervyn Wilson regarding: 

• Providing a detailed program 

• Clarifying the difference between member suppliers and external 
suppliers. 

• Information about the Co-operative College to be included in a 
presentation to both boards. 

• A total fee of A$1 5,000, including a 30% margin (Based on Co-op 
College A$8,250 plus CFV A$3000) 

• Travel costs, accommodation and reimbursables would be 
additional. 
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• A professional designed presentation. 

• Sending letters to Murray Goulburn and Capricorn requesting the 
opportunity to make formal presentations to their boards in early 
2006. 

It was noted that the draft proposal for Capricorn had been forwarded to Co- 
operativesWA with the agreement of the CEO of Capricorn Trent Bartlett 

It was noted that in an email to Co-operatives WA the Secretary had 
noted: Co-operative education proposals have now been developed by the Co- 
operative College for Capricorn and Murray Goulburn. This a pleasing development 
following Mervyn Wilson's visit to WA and Victoria. CFV remains committed to 
working with Co-operativesWA on co-operative education initiatives on a mutually 
agreed basis and we look forward to your ideas on how this can best proceed to our 
mutual satisfaction. 

David Dinning and Helen Keellings offered to assist in the development of the 
presentation. 

There was a discussion on the report “Co-operative Education Implementation 
Strategy”. 

The report was noted and it was agreed that recommendations 4,5,6, 7, 8 and 
9 would be discussed at the next board meeting. 

Graeme Charles said that on 30 November 2005 he had met with David 
Latina, Small Business, and was meeting with Jeff Rich, Victorian 
Communities, on 02 December 2005. 

He reported that David Latina was: 

• Organising the review of existing literature regarding co-operatives. 

• Requesting CFV organise a 2 hour workshop for 100 staff in February
